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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 , line 2, it is not clear as to what is being defined by "a grid structure 
intervened by a series of vertical props". How do series of props intervene in the grid 
structure? Perhaps, line 3 of claim 1 should read --a grid structure defined by a series of 
vertical props--? Lines 5-6, it is not clear as to what is being set forth by "the bolsters 
foreseen on the props". Are not the bolsters mounted on the props? Perhaps, lines 5-6 
of claim 1 should read -which rest on the bolsters mounted on the props--? 

The language of claim 6 is not at all clear. Claim 6, lines 1 -2, it is not clear as to 
what is being defined by "wherein on each bolster supports a pair of formwork panels". 
What exactly is "on each bolster? Perhaps, "on" should be deleted from line 1 of claim 
6? In any event the language within lines 3-4 of claim 6 is unclear. It is not clear for 
example, as to what is being defined by "which for this purpose the external frame of the 
panels has on the inclined surfaces of the projections corresponding to the bolster". 

Claim 7, lines 1-2 "to which prop does "the prop" refer? Line 2, is "formwork 
systems" the same as, (or does it include), the formwork system being claimed? If so it 
is not clear as to how a formwork system can be used within itself. Also, it is not clear as 
to what is being defined by "wherein when the prop is used in formwork systems". Is not 
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the prop used within the presently claimed formwork system? Otherwise, it is not clear 
as to what is being defined by "wherein when the prop is used in formwork systems by 
means of beams and panels". 

Claims 1-7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
Claim 8 is allowed.
